'raphic and playful description of the ac- 
ion off Pig's Point, and shows that tho 
writer is of the right sort of stuff for the 
right place : 


Pig's Point battery is six miles distant, 


,nd was the star of attraction and interest 
f this ship one day last week, -when we 
Irew the masks from this hornet's nest by 
a shot from our 32-pounder, and they re- 
)Iied with the warmest expression of friend- 
ip from a 44-pounder. Stood upon our 
lignity, and sent them two shells—right 
nto their front room—silence for a short 
ime, which was again broken by our bow 
jnn—tipped us the wink by sending us a 
;ood one that hit us—grand display of 
iplinters, mixed with cries of "first blood," 
1 bully," " pass him below, men," " where's 
the handspike," " who's afraid," " rip, slap, 
set him up again," "stand by—£.rg," and 
so on for about half an hour or more, when 
we hauled off with five men wounded, and 
a shot through the hull. We have since 
earned that we have put thirty* of the F F 
V's on the sick list. 


But the cream of the joke was, that the 


same day we run under the same guns and 
captured a sloop of the enemy bound for 
Norfolk, loaded with hams, brandy and oth- 
er stores, fairly towing it out, as it were, 
from under their noses. Not a shot was 
sent after us as we bore it off to Camp But- 
ter, where the'admiring soldiers greeted us 
with three cheers and a terrific tiger, and 
we have ham for breakfast, to the tune of 


Dixie's Ltnd."

STRAWBERRY 'CULTURE.—J..J.Knox, of 


Pittsburgh,- recently gave, the Qhipans his 
mode of managing a strawberry plantation. 
He has about.fifty.acres in; strawberries.— 
The soil is a light clayey loam. The earth 
is prepared .by deep plowing and subsoil- 
ing. 
It Js then harrowed smooth, and the 


plants are set in rows two and a half feet 
apart in the rows^the larger growing sorts 
wider apart than others. ; With a small cul- 
tivator and,hoes the.gronnd,is.kept entirely 
free from'weeds. No,.runners. afe: permit- 
ted to grow. They are pinched off by. wp- 
men and boys. Each row is covered lightly 
in the fall with long straw, which is remov- 
ed in the spring, and laid under the sides of 
tbe plants to keep the fruit clean. The 
yield of fruit is incredible^—the average be- 
ing'estimated at three hundred bushels per 
acre ; some .varieties gave; the past season, 
as high as six hundred bushels per acre.— 
He does riot name the Tarieties, however. 
!Tne aririnal cost of ,ciiltivating'"and picking 
liis fruit he estimates'at $200 per acre. His 
beds at fi.ve,pr, six years of.age.are as., good 
and p'roiJuctive as ever, and he'believes they 
will continue good eight or ten years. This 
culture paysKnox, not.only in theimmense 
quantity of fruit obtained, but its in quality, 
size, beauty and flavor.—rPrairie Farmer.

Money Matters at Milwaukee. 


We learu from the Sentinel of to-day 


that business is resuming its natural chan- 
nels as rapidly as possible. The arrange- 
ment of the plan to relieve the currency 
of thev state, by the sale of state bonds, 
has. been completed, and soon southern 
securities will be replaced by nur own 
stocks. " The banks are selling exchange to 
depositors at six per cent, premium. 
The 


wholesale houses generally are taking the 
currency at par received by tha banks on 
deposit. The Wisconsin of yesterday after- 
noon says the rate of exchange was six 
per cent., with nothing doing. 


Chicago and its Finances. 


It fs undoubtedly a consolation to human 


natnie to find that neighbors are in trouble 
as well as ourselves. " Misery loves com- 
pany," is an old saying, and is likely to be 
true for some time to come. We are, how- 
ever, better satisfied with the difficulties of 
a neighbor who has been censorious in re 
lation to our own affairs, than those who 
generally mind their own business. 


Illinois papers, and those of Chicago in 


• particular, have taken frequent occasion to 
lecture us of the Badger state, upon the 
heinousness of railroad bribes and swin. 
dies, and our somewhat doubtful legislation 
in relation to the collection of debts and 
the foreclosure of farm mortgages. 
They 


do this, no doubt, for our benefit, bnt wt, 
should take this more kindly if they would 
at the same time acknowledge their own 
sins, such as the canal swindles, the frauds 
committed by one or two of their governors, 
&c. If these were blown continually in 
their faces, they would feel a little sensitive 
p.bout it, as we do about the financial de- 
linquencies of the scoundrels in our state; 
We can tolerate the severely virtuous if 
their pretensions are genuine, but inasmuch 
as our Illinois neighbors are not without 
sin, we ask them to throw no more stones 
. at us. 


We were led to these reflections by the 


somewhat startling exhibit of the finances 
of the city of Chicago, which has recently 
been made .public. It appears that the of- 
ficials of that city have been making their 
deposits in -differfenl banks, and when the 
"stump tail" crash came upon them, they 
hod on deposit §295,73973. The banks 
having failed,, they propose to the city to 
take depreciated currency at its face in pay- 
ment of this indebtedness ! This is a start- 
ling proposition, involving a loss of nearly 
or quite- one-half of that amount, but being 
in.the hands of the sharpers the city coun- 
cil is disposed to accept the proposition as 
the best they can do. It is too late to in- 
quire why their officers made these large 
deposits in doubtful institutions, and at the 
same'time refused to pay debts against the 
city, or whether they received a bonus from 
the banks fordoing so ; bnt thehorse being 
stolen, they have locked the stable door by 
passing an ordinance forbidding the deposit 
hereafter of the funds of the city in any 
bank".' 


This collapse of the funds of the city is 


peculiarly unfortunate at this time, as the 
interest oh their city debt, amounting to 
8304,263, must be met on the 1st of July, 
of which only $19,000 is provided for. 


This is not:the whole of their troubles. 


They have a defaulter among them. Mr. 
Sylvester Lind, a highly respectable and 
public-spirited individual, who has figured 
extensively in the newspapers as having 
endowed a magnificent university' at Lake 
Forest with $100,000, which was called af- 
ter tho generous donor, " the Lind Univer- 
sity "—has a deficit in his accounts as sew- 
erage* commissioner of $62,000 ; and still 
worse, he, or some other member of the 
board of sewerage commissioners, have liy- 
potfiecated forty bonds in New York .which 
are not accounted for. . What is the total 
amount of these bonds " the papors don't 
say," "but.as it would not be respectable for 
a city like Chicago to issue a bond of a less 
denomination than a $1,000, we presume 
tliat $40,000 has been financiered away. 


Witi these difficulties on their hands, we 


presnnia the delinquencies of Wisconsin 
will be overlooked for some ticia to come, 
by our neighbors of Chicago. Tbis devel- 
opcment should be a caution to those who 
manage the financial affairs of cities, large 
and small, to look more carefully into these 
matters, and keep a stricter watch upon the 
accounts of city officials.

On tie Road to California. 


The following letter from Mr. Learned 


is dated from the North Branch of the North 
Platte, six miles above Fort Laramie, June 
13th, 1861: 


As I wrote you last at Fort Kearney, I 


will commence there to describe our route. 
After leaving that point the valley com- 
mences to narrow, until at points, the bluff 
comes quite to the river. The soil com- 
mences to be more saudy and gravelly, 
with, frequent sink-holes, producing a dwarf 
bull-rush, and for the last forty rnijes js al 
most a barren desert, with an occasional 
green spot ou the' river, so that we have 
found plenty of feed until this night,'where 
we have but very little, after driving twen- 
ty-five miles; But I understand that one 
day's drive more will bring us to good feed 
again. 


The Platte dwindles down as we leave 


branch after branch, until it is about two- 
thirds the size of Rock river, aud runs 
very quick, with cotton wood on its baiiks 
for the last fifty miles. For two hundred 
miles below, there is not a stick of wood, 
except in one or two places a few dwarf ce- 
dar trees on the bluffs on the south side. 


Eighty miles below hero there are very 


curious formations of earth or.cement. 
It 


seems to be the material of which the whole 
hill was composed, and wind, water and 
time have worn away portions, and left the 
remainder in such a shape, as at a distance, 
to fully represent decaying castles with 
their crumbling domes, spires and battle- 
ments. Chimney. Rock is among them, 
with its cone-shaped base, fifty feet high, 
with a spire from ito center as much high- 
er, sized and proportioned like a furuace 
chimney. 


There are no settlements above Ft. Kear- 


ney. We are now in the Black Hills. 


Our stock is looking very well, and we 


anticipate keeping them so. Our men are 
all well, and with as, except William Bears, 
who took a notion to leave us to-day, and 
iry the pony or some other express.

The 
Harvey dispatches were found, and were 
discovered to be sufficiently traitorous to in- 
duce the recall of the newly appointed min- 
idter ; but thus far, I am informed, the or- 
der for his recall has not been sent out.— 
The operator subsequently resigned, and 
has since been appointed to a remunerative 
position in the navy yard in this city.

They have not the men to make thera, the 
leather to make them out of, the tanneries 
to make the leather, the hides to tan, nor 
the cattle to take the hides off from. A 
gentleman who left Pensacola on the 26th 
of May, stated that when he left there was 
not e decent assorted stock of shoes in the 
town. There were odd sizes, bnt no supply 
to select from. They are also out of print- 
er's ink and paper, and it is expected that 
in sixty days, they will not be able to print 
a paper in New Orleans. The crops every- 
where are most luxuriant. So far as wheat 
and corn are concerned, they will have 
enough to eat, probably, until Christmas or 
New Year; but in the articles of butter, 
beef, pork, and cheese, the stock is exceed- 
ingly light.

fair for a depositor to demand Money, d.o\\ax 
for dollar, 'as, 'for example, where a grain 
merchant 'sold wheat at $1,25, when $1,00 
in gold would have bought it, or when a 
merchant sold 'his 'goods, from 10 to 20 per 
cent higher for Illinois currency than he 
would for gold.

Trip of tlieljigUt.Guard to Milwaukee. 


CAMP RANDALL, June 27. 


On the 24th inst.,immediately after morn- 


ing drill a despatch arrived from Qov. Ran- 
dall to Col. Cobb, at this camp, that a riot 
was going on in the streets of Milwaukee, 
that houses were being torn down and banks 
mobbed ; with orders to hold two compa- 
nies in readiness to march immediately.— 
Accordingly the colonel ordered Major Lar- 
rabee to prepare himself with two compa- 
nies and stand ready for further orders, 
which he did in a highly commendable style. 
Appearing at the headquarters of the Janes- 
ville Light Guard, he ordered every man 
under arms ; advancing in quick time we 
were conducted to lue quarters of the Mil- 
waukee Turners, where we exchanged our 
arms for those with bayonets. Next carae 
an inspection of arms, after which we were 
allowed a short time for refreshments, and 
again fell in with the Berlin Light Guard 
to wait further orders. Orders having ar- 
rived to advance, the two companies were 
in a short time on the cars moving at light- 
ning speed towards Milwaukee. Arriving 
at Milwaukee we formed in sections, in the 
upper part of the city above the depot; the 
Janes'rille Guard forming the front and the 
Berlin Guard bringing up the- rear, and 
commenced to advance towards the public 
square. At this time we were ignorant of 
the condition of the city, and as the battal- 
lion moved on nothing was heard save the 
report of fire-arms in different parts of the 
city, and the solemn tread of the advanc- 
ing column. A heavy fog had settled down 


nd the coming night had clothed the city 
u darkness. When we arrived at the pub- 
c square we fouud that the mob had re- 
ired, and the city had become comparative- 
y quiet. After loading our muskets, the 
jight Guard of your city were stationed at 
.he La Crosse depot, wh?re we were under 
irms n.11 night. We remained in the city

Correspondence of the Janeaville Gazette. 


From tfce Janesvllle Volunteer*. 


WASHINGTON-, June. 25th, 1861. 


The 2d Wisconsin regiment left Harris- 


burg for Washington on Monday at noon, 
fully equipped, with new guns, and forty 
rounds of ball and cartridge to each man. 


We were delayed for want- of cars, and at 


last were obliged to go on cattle-cars, which 
was a fatiguing mode of traveling. We all 
loaded oar guns before leaving Harrisburg, 
so as to be ready at a moment's notice.— 
Saw nothing worth noticing until we got 
into Maryland, where we found federal 
troops guarding every bridge : passed the 
wrecks of a number of bridges which the 
rebels burned some time ago. 


We arrived in Baltimore at sundown, and 


stood in the street until midnight, when the 
last of our regiment came lip. We were 
hungry and thirsty, but were not permitted 
to receive water or food from the citizens ; 
and were guarded by the police the whole 
time. While passing down the street, about 
a mile and a half, the people groaned at, as 
and cheered for Jeff. Davis. The hour was 
favorable for traitors to be out: had we 
passed through Baltimore in *.Ue day time, 
we doubt not we should have seen a differ- 
ent set of people. 


Our regiment arrived in^Washiagton at 


sunrise this morning. I went to the White 
House this forenoon to see the president, 
but he was absent. Passing through the 
" East Room" of the president's mansion, I 
had a good opportunity to view myself in 
one of the large mirrors, and was so soiled 
from our long journey, that Ijleft without 
further ceremony. 


We are quartered to-day near the presi- 


dtint's house, waiting further orders. The 
drum beats, and we leave the city in haste.
